NEAR THE END. 


THE FATE OF THE ANARCHISTS 
STILL IX DOUBT. 


A Day's E vents in C hicago—Affect­ 
in g Scenes at the J a il—Con­ 
spirators A rrested. 


[SPECliL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.) 


Chicago, November 8th.—Sheriff Matson 
said this afternoon that unless he hears 
from the Governor by to-morrow night, 
the work of erecting the scaffold will be 
begun, as provided in the statutes. He 
will swear in the jury, aud they, with the 
lawyers in the case and a few press repre 
sentativea, will be the only ones allowed to 
witness the execution. It is anderstood 
that the material for shrouds was purchased 
to-day, and that the making of them will 
be proceeded with at once. 
THE POLICE PP.EPARED FOE EMERGENCIES • 
Chief of Police Ebersold says to the press 
that there need be no apprehension on the 
part of the people, that the precautions 
taken by himself and aids are too elaborate 
to admit of any demonstration being made. 
MINOR SOTES OF THE DAY. 
Another search of the cells was made 
this morning, the only result being the 
finding of a red cord, three feet long, in 
Lingg’s cell. The cord was long and strong 
enough to have permitted the use of it for 
strangling purposes. 
A loaded dynamite bomb was found this 
morning on the West Side, near the polling 
place. The bomb was made out of gas pine. 
A letter, postmarked San Francisco, with 
a stamp date of November 3d, reached the 
jail at noon, addressed to “ Messrs. Spies. 
Schawb and all the noble men and patriots, 
misnamed Anarchists, prisoners,'' was 
handed up to Spies. 
A. S. Foster, who was associated with 
Captain Black in the defense of the An­ 
archists before Judge Gary, has been re­ 
tained to look after Fieldeu aud Schawb’s 
interests. 
. 
In view of the threatening communica­ 
tions received by the Governor recently, 
the police have established a surveillance 
over the Executive Mansion. 


“ W AGE SLAVERY.” 
Parsons Regards Those W ho W ork for 
T heir Dread as Slaves. 
C h ic a g o , November 8th—Instead of the 
individual letter which it was hinted by 
members of the Amnesty Association that 
Parsons, ihe Anarchist, would write, de­ 
ploring—like Spies, Schwab and Fielden— 
the loss of life at the Haymarkct. and ab­ 
juring the use of force, a decidedly differ­ 
ent communication is understood to be 
Parsons’ last plea. It was issued over his 
siguature to-night. The document is two 
columns in length, and is chiefly remark­ 
able for the absence of any reference what­ 
ever to the massacre at the Haymarket or 
the dynamite idea. Parsons addresses the 
letter to a locally prominent Socialist, 
“ My Dear Friend, George Schilling,” and 
occupies himself exclusively with a sketch 
of his own life, particularly his actions as 
leader of the newly-liberated negroes dur­ 
ing the reconstruction times in Texas. 
Schilling will read the letter in full to Gov­ 
ernor Oglesby to-morrow, if the Governor 
will permit. Parsons closes as follows : 
“ Thus, over a very extensive region of 
country, among cotton, corn and sugar 
plantations, I became somewhat famous as 
a champion of political liberty. Believed 
by the blacks, I was hated by" the whites. 
I then believed that the colorid people 
were truly freemen, and that th-»- only 
needed the courage to assort it, 
diVi 
not then understand or know mat eco­ 
nomic dependence—i. e„ industrial servi­ 
tude—made practical liberty impossible. 
I did not know, nor did the blacks. They 
had been merely emancipated from chat­ 
tels to wage servitude. I did not then 
know that economic freedom must be the 
basis for political liberty, and that the 
wage labor system created classes, antag­ 
onisms and class servitude. And now, as 
the Helots of old. the so-called free blacks, 
in common with their white brethren, 
work and die like beasts in the unceasing 
treadmill of wage slavery.” 


THE EAST PETITION. 
A D elegation Leaves Chicago for the State 
Capital. 
Chicago, November 8th.—The last dele­ 
gation to wait on the Governor with a peti­ 
tion for clemency for the condemned An­ 
archists left the city to-night. 
Captain Black was asked if he had any 
real hope that the Governor would inter­ 
fere with the sentence. He replied that he 
was quite confident that clemency would 
be extended to Schwab and Fielden, if not 
others. “Of course,” said he, ’’there is no 
hope of Lingg. 
HE HAS SIGNED HIS OWN DOOM." 
“In case of an execution, will the men 
he attended by ministers?” 
Captain Black—“These men have a reli­ 
gion of their own, and do not want any 
ministers of the Gospel. They are not re­ 
ligious men, in the common sense of the 
term, but agnostics—not atheists, remem­ 
ber.” 
SOME AFFECTING SCENES. 
Miss Van Zandt had a brief interview with 
Spies through the netting of the lawyers’ 
cage.Mrs. Schwab, Mrs. Fielden, Mrs. Engel 
and Mrs. Fischer were in the visitors’ cage, 
and had brief conversations with their hus- 
bauds. Mis. Fielden had her children with 
her, and the meeting between Fielden and 
his family was quite affecting. 
LINGG STUBBORN AND DEFIANT. 
Anarchist Lingg was visited in the jail 
by attorney Zeisler this afternoon for the 
purpose of obtaining from him a statement 
in regard to the bombs found in his cell. 
Lingg denied that he had any knowledge of 
the bombs, and then, continuing, said : “ I 
have refused and still do refuse to sign any 
petition to the Governor asking for a com­ 
mutation of my sentence. I and a few 
others will surely hang, but I will not make 
a statement for the benefit of those who 
signed the petition. I hate them for the 
course they have taken, and I would 
not even lift one of my fingers to save them, 
if I could.” 
Captain Black, attorney Zeisler and Miss 
Van Zandt afterwards obtained a formal 
declaration from Fielden, Spies and 
Schwab that they knew nothing about the 
bombs found. 
PARSONS, ENGEL AND FISCHER REFUSE TO 
3IGN. 
Then, for the last time, Captain Black 
visited Parsons. Engel and Fischer for the 
purpose of inducing them to sign the 
petition to the Governor. It was without 
avail. Parsons, voiciug their determination 
by words, said : “ If the State can afford 
to put me to death, I can afford to die.” 


TO THE RESCUE. 
A Num ber of Legislators Petition Gov­ 
ernor Oglesby. 
Springfield (111.), November 8tb.—This 
afternoon members of the Legislature Geo. 
F. Rohrback, W. P. Wright, George W. 
8mith, M. J. Dwyer, Leo P. Dwyer, Thos. 
McEUiott, Janies O’Connor, C.G. Dixon, 
Daniel McLaughlin and A. J. Streeter, who 
favor Executive clemency for the con­ 
demned Anarchists, drew up a petition to 
Governor Oglesby, stating that, while the 
subscribers abhor the doctrines of the An­ 
archists. they believe 'hat public policy, 
good order and the ends of justice will be 
best served by the commutation of sentence 
to imprisonment for life. If this shall 
not 
seem 
right 
to the Governor 
at the present time, in view of the recent 
alleged finding of bombs in Lingg's cell, 
and in order that time may be given for a 
thorough investigation of this matter, and 
as to the degree of guilt of the condemned 
men, the petition pravs that the Governor 
reprieve them for thirty davs, in order also 
that public opinion may have time to de­ 
velop. 
An attempt was made to get the petition 
before the Governor this afternoon, but at 
bis request the presentation was deferred 
until to-morrow, when the Governs will 


give an audience to this delegation and one 
from Chicago headed by Captain Biack. 
It is said to-night that Captain Black will 
act as chief spokesman of all the delega­ 
tions before the Governor to-morrow, but 
brief speeches will also be made by others. 
Everything will take place in the public 
reception room at the Capitol. 
About 300 letters were received bv the 
Governor up to 6 p. m . His Private Secre- 
retary stated to-night that those received 
to-day for the most part were demands for 
the execution of the condemned men. 


MORE ARRESTS. 
Fistol-Ladon Socialists Taken In by the 
W atchful D etectives. 
Chicago, November 8th. — Frederick 
Koerst and Emil Wende have been locked 
up by the police on a charge of conspiracy. 
At the time of their arrest Koerst had on 
his person four heavy revolvers for de­ 
livery to Wende, to whom he was under 
contract to bring a do2en of the same 
pattern. The Chief of Detectives said the 
department has evidence to convict those 
men and a number of others of conspiracy. 
For two years the Anarchists and Socialists 
have made their headquarters in the 
northwestern part of the city. While to 
all outward appearances they seemed to 
have avoided all haunts and sympathizers, 
they had been secretly taking an interest 
in the promulgation of their old-time 
doctrines. 
The police have had spies 
amongst them, and as soon as they began 
plotting last week a number ot them were 
taken in by the detectives. 
Lieutenant 
Steele refuses to say how many prisoners 
have been arrested. 


HOURLY INCIDENT?. 
Engel D eterm ined on Suicide—Fielden 
Adjures Anarchists—Ete. 
C h ic a g o , November Sth.—This even­ 
ing Engel sent out to his wife a basket 
containing dirty dishes and soiled linen. 
He was so solicitious about its reaching her 
that suspicion was aroused, and the basket 
searched. 
Hidden away between the 
dishes was a secret note in German to 
Engel’s wife, stating briefly that Engel 
would again attempt suicide "before Friday, 
and that he never would die on the gallows. 
Every precaution will be taken to thwart 
his intention. 
FIELDEN RECANT8 AND BEGS FOR MERCY. 
In addition to the joint letter of Spies, 
Fielden and Schwab, deploring the loss of 
life at the Haymarket, and disavowing the 
use of force, the former employers of 
Fielden have secured front him a separate 
letter to the Governor, confessing that he 
had been nsing extravagant language, 
which he now regrets, and saying that he 
recants and disavows all his loyalty to the 
doctrine that the wroncs of any class of 
society should be righted by violence. 
A STRONG PULL FOR SCHWAB. 
judge Gary states that he and attorney 
Ingham have indorsed upon the applica­ 
tion their views in the cace. 
Lawyer Foster, acting for Schwab, has 
pursued a very similar course, and has 
secured the recognition of whatever claims 
Schwab may have to a commutation from 
Messrs. Grinnell and Ingham, jt may be 
be said with confidence that Judge Gary 
and Mr.Grinnell will take no steps in favor 
of commutation for any of the other con­ 
demned men. 
PUBLIC PITY. 
A Statesm an W ho Says It I» Nat a Ques­ 
tion of Mercy. 
Sprin g field, November 8th. — E. M. 
Haines, Speaker of the last House in the 
State Assembly, is in the city and will join 
the Legislative delegation, which will ask 
for clemency for the condemned Anarchists. 
To an Associated Press representative he 
said to-night that he is opposed to hang­ 
ing under any circumstances, and went on 
to say that this'was nota question of mercy 
at all, but of public pity. 
Mr. Haines thinks, in view of the fact 
that there were so many other Anarchists 
and Socialists in the country, it might be 
•Unsafe to hang the condemned men. 
argued that somebody will take hold brine 
case by and by and discover that these men 
were not guilty ot murder at all. 
Troops On tlie Ground. 
Chicago, November 8th.—For the first 
time in twenty-two years Chicago has a 
military camp. Two companies of the 
Sixth United Stater Infantry, under com­ 
mand of Major Lister, arrived in the city 
this morning, and proceeded fo the mili­ 
tary reservation at Highwood, which was 
given to the Government by the city of 
Chicago. Immediately upon" their arrival 
the garrison flag was run up, and Camp 
Highwood was formally dedicated. None 
of the officers had the least idea that they 
would be brought into the city next Friday, 
as many sensational reports have alleged.

THE CITIZEN’ SOLDIERY. 
Adjutant-General Dram ’s Suggestions 
Concerning the M ilitia. 
W a s h i n o t o n , November 8th.—Adjutant- 
General Drum, in his annual report to the 
Secretary of War, states that the steadily 
increasing interest manifested by the mil­ 
itia of the States is evidenced by the high 
percentage of attendance at annual encamp­ 
ments and the generally excellent military 
spirit of the troops. With the liberal in­ 
crease of appropriations made at the last 
•ession of Congress it is earnestly hoped 
the State military authorities will, by in­ 
creased allowance of ammunition, foster 
and develop the efficiency of the rank and 
file in target firing. He recommends the 
establishment, during each encampment, 
of an officers' school for instruction in bat­ 
talion drill and the administration of posts. 
He also suggests the advantage of holding 
weekly, during the winter months, a non­ 
commissioned officers’ school—the Captain 
as instructor — for instruction. 
Young 
officers of the army could be spared during 
the winter, to report to the Adjutant-Gen- 
erals of the States, on application of the 
Governors, to aid in the instruction. 


“A MOMENTOUS CRISIS.” 
M ovem ent for a General Christian Con­ 
ference to be H eld Next Mouth. 
[Copyright, 1687, by L'.s California A sod-¡ted l'rtss. J 
P h il a d e l p h ia , November Sth. — At a 
meeting here yesterday of the clergymen 
and laymen of the various religious de­ 
nominations to name representatives to at­ 
tend the General Christian conference un­ 
der the auspices of the Evangelical Alli­ 
ance for the United States, to be held in 
Washington the first week in December, 
an explanation was made of the purpose of 
the Washington conference by Rev. Jo- 
siah Strong, President of the Alliance. He 
said: “Thoughtful men are convinced that 
the closing years of the nineteenth century 
constitute a momentous crisis in the his­ 
tory of the nation. The necessity of plant­ 
ing Christian institutions in the formative 
West and of strengthening them in the 
older States, the duty of overtaking the 
rapid growth of our cities with adequate 
church provisions, the importance of clos­ 
ing the widening chasm between the 
church and the multitude, and of bringing 
the regenerative power of the Gospel to 
bear upon every character and life, demand 
the instant attention of the Christian 
Church and the full exercise of all its en­ 
ergies. The three things needed in order 
that the masses shall be reached are, first, 
the desire to do that w ork; second, a 
knowledge of conditions and needs, and 
third, personal efforts and contact with 
people.” 
AT THK STAKE. 
Horrible Punishm ent of Two Kegro 
Fiends In Alabam a. 
Chicago, November 8th.—The Times' 
Montgomery (Ala.) special tells a horrible 
story of the burning of two colored men. 
They had assaulted a young white woman, 
and were captured by a posse of farmers. 
The young woman identified them on 
sight. A trial was had, and the people de­ 
cided that the two men shonld be burned 
to death. A log pile was built on the 
side of the public road, and the two negroes 
were chained each between two heavy logs. 
T hen tllé ÍGÜT logs 77STE chained together 
-SO., that the wildest contortions of the 
wretches could not shake them. A fire 
v-as kindled, which soon blazed up and 
enveloped the bodies of the victims. 


BKN'nAYON’S DEATH. 
R esult ot Yesterday's Session o í the Coro- 
ner’g Inquest. 
S an F rancisco,November8th.—Promptly 
at 2 o'clock the Coroner called the witness, 
Mrs. Higson, in the Benhayon inquest. 
She took the stand with a puzzled air, and 
in answer to the Coroner's inquiry how 
she ordinarily managed the keys "of her 
rooms, she said that she usually "had three 
keys for each room, one of which she 
always retains, so that the rooms may be 
entered in case of the absence of the occu­ 
pant or occupants. The gentleman who 
took the key for room 21 refused a receipt 
for his deposit of $5, and took the key in­ 
stead. 
Max "Walter, a wholesale liquor dealer 
on Sutter street, has known Benhayon for 
twenty years. “He visited my store fre­ 
quently. I saw him last about three weeks 
before his death. Once he came into my 
store after the stage fever had struck him 
and said that he was about to write a play; 
that the plot had already been given to 
him by his friend I)r. Bowers, who was a 
good English scholar, and would see to it 
that the production would read properly. 
He told me he was engaged upon two 
plays, one a sensational play—‘The Alibi'— 
aud the other a comic one. He was a 
young man who seemed to have a very 
good knowledge of the rules regarding in­ 
surance adopted by the different insurance 
societies." 
EXPERT HYPE ON THE BENHAYON LETTERS. 
At the inquest to-night, Mr. Hyde, the 
handwriting expert, was recalled and gave 
the result of his re-examination of the al­ 
leged confession of Benhayon. His testi­ 
mony confirmed that of Horton and Hickex 
—that the confession was beyond a doubt 
written by Benhayon, as were also the let­ 
ters to the Coroner, Dimnn'g and Chronicle. 
As the matter now stands there are three 
experts for and one against the genuineness 
of the handwriting ot the confession. 
DETECTIVE HOGAN 
Then took the stand. He reviewed the 
history of the case. He said Dinimig had 
made several contradictions in his answers 
to him. He had told Hogan that Benhayon 
never had been in the room on Market 
street, and afterwards admitted he had. At 
first Dimmig said he had never bought, or 
had in his possession, any cyanide of 
E 
otassium. When confronted by the man 
e got it from he squirmed out of it by 
saying that he had it given to him, and 
had not bought it. In the Court-room 
Dimmig, before going on the stand, came 
to him and said: 
“ What shall Ido? 
What shall I say ?” Hogan advised him 
to tell the truth, which he promised to do. 
Hogan said that Dimmig refused to talk to 
him during the progress of the inquest, 
saying; “ You will get me in a hole. I 
would rather talk books to you.” 


WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 
A Prisoner Nearly M urders His W ile and 
Com mits Suicide.

Tacom a, November Sth.—William F. 
Kleinscbmidt, a well-known shipmaster, 
formerly ofS*u Francisco, and one of the 
charter members of the Master Mariners’ 
Mutual Benefit Association of thatt city, 
now in jail here awaiting trial on a charge of 
assault with intent to murder, while visit­ 
ing his wife this afternoon, in the custody 
of a Deputy Sheriff, attempted to murder 
her with a razor, inflicting two deep gashes 
on her face.

STATE HOARD OP TRADE. 
A m endm ents to th e D esert Land Law 
Proposed— E tc. 
San Francisco, November 8th.— The 
State Board of Trade met at 1:30 o’clock 
to-day. President Hatch and nine delegates 
from local Boards being present. 
A communication was received from 
Raymond A Whitcomb, of excursion fame, 
inclosing a list of the party to arrive on 
the 13th inst., and stating that they will 
take pleasure in having their excursionists 
inspect the exhibit of the Board. Thev 
also slated that they expect a larger busi­ 
ness to California this year than ever before. 
d e se rt la n d law n. 
W. H. Mills said he desired to draw the 
attention of the Board to the desirability 
of reclaiming the desert lands of California. 
He stated that the dtsert land law now in 
existence had failed, and on that account 
he had invited H 011. W. W. Morrow to 
confer with the Board on the subject of 
amendments to make the law effective, in 
order that the various suggestions might be 
incorporated in a bill to be presented at the 
coming session oi Congress. 
Mr. Morrow thought the best plan for 
the State Board to adopt would be to draw 
up a bill asking that the desert land law 
be retained with certain amendments 
tacked to it. According to the present 
law every person taking up land under 
this law must bring the water to irrigate 
the land himself, and cannot draw water 
from any irrigation ditch at present in ex­ 
istence. As a person is not allowed to take 
up over 160 acres under the law, it would 
not pay to undertake the works necessary 
to bring water to the land, as the area is 
too small. 
The amendment] desired is 
either to allow a party to take up a larger 
area of land, or allow a number of persons 
to combine for the purpose. 
On motion of M. M. Esiee, the provision 
in the bill read by Mr. Morrow, and known 
as the Henley bill, as far as it related to the 
desert land laws, was indorsed by the 
State Board, and the California delegation 
in the Fiftieth Congress was requested to 
work for its passage. 
A communication was received from Sen­ 
ator Hearst stating that he would be happv 
to receive any suggestions from the Board 
touching necessary legislation at the com­ 
ing session of Congress. The communica­ 
tion was received, and the Senator was in­ 
vited to address the Board at his leisure on 
the subject. 
Mr. Morrow stated that he was constantly 
in receipt of letters while in Washington, 
asking for information regarding the lands 
and climate in various parts of the State. 
In addition, he had numerous personal in­ 
quiries, the answering of which had occa­ 
sioned himself and the fellow-members of 
the delegation much additional labor. He 
therefore advised the Board to issue a con­ 
cise pamphlet containing information re­ 
garding the State, believing that if it were 
properly handled there would he an im ­ 
mense call for it in the East. 
Dr. Harvey, cf Sacramento county, ad­ 
dressed the Board briefly, stating that the 
southern poition of Sacramento county, es­ 
pecially that part in the vicinity of Gait, 
was falling into line and a Board of Trade 
was being formed there. 
THE SACRAMENTO EXHIBIT 
Was received to-day. Among the articles 
on exhibition are citrus fruits, olives, hops, 
grain, licorice and many varieties ot 
paiius. A battana plant bearing a bunch 
of fruit Is also shown in this exhibit, the 
plant having been raised in the open air in 
a Sacramento garden. 
OTHER MATTERS. 
A standing Committee on Legislation, 
consisting of five members, was appointed 
to consider the necessary legislation and 
propose the same to the California delega­ 
tion in Congress. 
Tlie Secretary was instructed to notify 
local Boards of Trade that books for the 
registering of lands are now ready, and re­ 
questing Secretaries to send in statements 
of lands which they desire to have listed 
in ihe rooms of the Board. 
It was decided to hold a citrus fair in San 
Francisco during January next.

private aflair, it would seem that the pro­ 
test is in the nature of imjicrtinence. 
But 
aside from that, sup|>osc it to he true that 
some part of the endowment is the result 
of wine-making—though we incline to the 
belief that the donor has never realized a 
cent of profit from that source from lands 
in the endowment—what should it m atter 
to the most radical prohibitionist ? 
Can 
he not at least see that money sent in that 
channel is more carfully used than if di­ 
verted from it? 
It is straining at a gnat 
in verily when faith in a doctrine carries 
one to -itch extrem ity its the signers of the 
protest go in this case. Does the prohibi­ 
tion physician feel that he is untrue to his 
preaching when he takes a fee for pliysic- 
ing a wine-grower? 
Does the 
clergy­ 
man refuse to pass the poor-box to the 
vineyardist? Does the conscientious tee­ 
total grocer decline to sell flour to the cus­ 
tomer who makes his wage in a wine vault ? 
L)o home or foreign missions refuse the 
dollars and dimes given by wine-makers 
to aid their work ? The M ethodist Preach­ 
ers’ Association aud the Cougregational 
Club, to whom the protest was presented, 
unanimously laid it upon the table, and 
demonstrated their good sense by so doing. 
As Rev. Dr, {¡arrows said, if the doctrine of 
the protest were put into practice it 
would 
ruin 
many 
a 
rhurch 
society. 
Even that rather prominent temperance 
man Dr. McDonald, who led the Prohibi­ 
tion hosts in a State campaign, says that 
lie does not stay a good work because some 
part of its support may spring from sources 
which his judgm ent does not commend, lie 
gave an apt illustration of his idea of the 
subject by saying that he sent his daughter 
to Vassar College without compunction of 
conscience, though that institution was 
founded by the money of a brewer. 
This 
whole m atter of the protest is rather 
amusing 
than 
otherwise, 
and 
will 
probably 
provoke 
smiles 
instead 
of 
pain. 
As for the reverend gentleman who 
originated the circular to whichs ignatures 
is asked, he will scarcely commend himself 
to the best thought of the day by the nar­ 
rowness of his views of the right use of 
money. 
His effort to causea diversion of 
the Stanford endowment that relates to 
vine lands, will amount to nothing more 
serious than some annoyance to the gener­ 
ous man who is striving to lay the founda­ 
tions and rear a structure for the benefit of 
the youths of America, for all time. 
His 
endowment has had no parallel for breadth 
and worth. 
H is scheme, in ita symmetry 
and grandeur and far-sightedness, speaks 
ot' the regard he has for his fellow-men, 
and the sincerity of the conviction th at in 
this grand scheme of education he has a 
work to do that will endure for ages, and 
the beneficent results of which will lie 
visited upon unnuml>erod thousands of the 
youth of the world.

It might Ik; a good plan, therefore, 
to depute utter strangers to the city, to 
visit it, and jxriut out where the law is 
violated, since the officials are blind and 
the Grand Jury confessedly incompetent. 
Rev. Mr. Masters, the stranger referred 
to, says that in 110 other city has he seen 
such open and notorious violation of t he 
lottery law. 
He adds that he saw a 
police officer only 
yesterday standing 
within ten feet of a Chinese lottery game 
in full blast. 
Rev. Mr. Masters must lie 
mistaken—we are certain he is no ; Sacra­ 
mento policeman would knowingly remain 
so near to a lottery game. 
If at all sus­ 
picious that the law against lotteries was 
being violated so near at band, he would 
‘‘move 011 ’ and p u ta safe distauee be­ 
tween him self and the offense. 
In fact, 
our officers in order to escape stumbling 
over lottery ticket shojis, have difficulty in 
picking out unobstructed paths in which 
to pursue their peaceful calling. 
This 
caution, bom of abhorrence of violation 
of the law and a desire to give such out­ 
rages no countenance, must commend itself 
to all sober-minded men, and tend to 
further exalt the high estimate enter­ 
tained of our municipal bodyguard.

DAKOTA. 
Sr. I’acl, November sth.—Tbe election 
in Dakota to-day was lor the purpose of 
vo*ing for or against a division of the Ter­ 
ritory on the 46th parallel, and in counties 
where an election had been called by peti­ 
tion of the County Commissioners the ques­ 
tion of local option was voted on. Returns 
at midnight from twenty counties show a 
generally light vote on tbe question of 
division, with the probabilities that the 
msjority in favor thereof in the whole 
Territory will be about 10,000. 


—There has been great excitement here to­ 
night over tbe results of the State elections. 
The employes in the various Government 
departments crowd the telegraph offices and 
other places where the latest returns are 
. displayed, anxiously awaiting the results. 
. It appears certain that New York, Vir- 
1 ginia and Maryland have gone Democratic, 
while Massachusetts, Ohio and Pennsylva­ 
nia remain in the Republican column.* 
The greatest interest, of course, is felt in 
New York, and a victory of the Democrats 
there in the State, as well as the rnunici- 
Eal ticket, is considered to mean Cleve- 
ind’s renom ination for the Presidency. 
H e openly advocated the election of Fel­ 
lows as District Attorney in the citv, and 
indorsed the whoie State ticket. 
' 
The Maryland Democratic Association 
sent out of W ashington over 600 Demo­ 
cratic voters by railroad to different points 
in that State. This does not include the 
numbers who went out in vehicles to vote 
at precincts uear the city. 
The Virginia Democratic Association sent 
something over 300 voters to that State. 
Last year the num ber of Democratic voters 
furnished with ceitificates for transporta­ 
tion by the Association was only about 
forty. This vear about eight times as many 
were sent, and the officers of the Associa­ 
tion argue that the increased num ber indi­ 
cates the deep interest of the Democrats in 
the result, and that the full party vote was 
out.

Some weeks ago a rather good-looking Chi 
nawoman was [kidnaped from San Fran­ 
cisco and has since been kept in a brothel 
on Third street between I and J. She m an­ 
aged to get word to her friends and ex­ 
pressed a desire to enter one of the Chris­ 
tian Missions for Chinese women. 
In 
order to afford her this opportunity the 
minister and officer raided the premises 
yesterday and took the woman from her 
captors before they had time to offer deter­ 
mined resistance. A large number of Chi­ 
nese, mostly highbinders, who were in the 
neighborhood, tried to interfere, but the 
plans of the captors were so speedily car­ 
ried out that they were all futile.

W hat W e Need. 
Wm. Rnffner, editor of the Woodland 
Democrat, is trying to get up a manufactur­ 
ing boom in Yolo county and his advice in 
that regard is applicable to this city.

Mneouraglng Tree-Planting — Awarding 
Contracts—The City Physician. 
The Board of Supervisors met in regular 
session at 10 a. m. yesterday, all the mem­ 
bers present. Mr. McMullen introduced the 
following, which was unanimously adopted 
ordinance No. 19—The Board of Supervisors 
of Sacramento county do ordain as follows : 
Any owner or occupant of land adjoining a 
rublic highway in this county not less than 
three rods wide, may plant shade and orna­ 
mental trees in and along the highway, on the 
side contiguous to his laud. 
The trees must be set tn regular rows, at a dis­ 
tance of at least twenty feet from one another, 
and not more than five feet from the boundary 
of the highway. 
If the highway is more than eighty feet wide, 
the row must not be less than six nor more than 
eight feet from the boundary. 
Whoever willfully injures any such trees is 
liable to the owner or to the occupant for the 
damage thereby sustained. And to encourage 
the planting and cultivation of such trees, the 
Supervisors of this couutv shall pay for each 
tree so planted and cultivated, that shall be liv­ 
ing at the end of lour years, the sum of 61. 
In connection with the above, the follow­ 
ing resolution was adopted by the Board: 
Resolved, That all parties who comply with 
Ordinance 19. relating to the planting of shade 
and ornamental trees along the highways, re­ 
port the same to the Board ot Supervisors not 
later than the 1st day of May of each year. 
The District Attorney was authorized 
and directed to enter satisfaction to the de­ 
cree against John Doe, Richard Roe and A. 
Doe, for taxes of 1870. 
An elderly lady, who has been for some 
years subsisting on the Howards and at the 
County Hospital, appeared before the Board 
and exhibited a sample of bacon she had 
received from the Howard Benevolent So­ 
ciety. stating that the bacon was unfit tor 
food. 
THE CITY PHYSICIAN. 
Considerable discussion ensued as to the 
methods that the City Physician used in 
conducting the County Dispensary. The 
Board laid the matter over until Friday, 
that Dr. Parkinson might be notified to 
come before them and explain the charges 
that have indirect’y been brought against 
him. 
Jerome Kelley, Constable of Franklin 
township, sent in his resignation, which 
was accepted. 
Deputy District Attorney Brown was di­ 
rected to turn certain moneys he had re­ 
ceived from non-resident patients in Ihe 
County Hospital into the County Treasury, 
tor the benefit of the hospital fund. 
Bids were opened for wood for the County 
Hospital, and the contract awarded to E. 
Twaddle for thirty cords of white, and 
thirty cords of second growth oak, at $7 
per cord. 
D. Dierssen 4 Co., J. H. W inters and S. 
Dwyer received the contract for hospital 
supplies. 
No further business appearing before tbe 
Board, an adjournment was taken until 10 
o’clock this forenoon.

A SISK OF INIQUITY. 
Sacram ento’s Chinatown Said to be 
Criminal Cesspool. 
Every suggestion on the part of any citi­ 
zen that lcoks toward freeing this city 
from that incubus known as Chinatown, 
has always been hailed with delight, and 
were it to burn down to-day there are few 
persons who would die with regrets at 
the ravages of the fiantes. An eyesore to 
residents, and a place sought tobe shunned 
by visitors, it still continues to stink and 
foul the air with its poisonous fumes, it is 
a sink of iniquity for the youth, a haven 
of rest for thieves, bums aud tramps, and 
taken altogether it is a load that Sacra­ 
mento would like to shake off. Rev. F. J. 
Masters, of the Chinese Mission in Sau 
Francisco, a gentleman who speaks the 
Chinese language as iluently as he 
does English, can read their writ­ 
ing 
and 
is 
acquainted 
with 
all 
their customs,'.was in this city yesterday 
aud visited the Chinese quarters." He says 
without hesitation that the denizens of I 
street are the most depraved lot of thieving 
Chinese he knows of in California, and 
doubts if a worse set could be found in the 
Flowery Kingdom. He says what makes 
it worse, the Chinese of this city who 
openly and flagrantly violate tbe laws of 
the State and city ordinances are under the 
protection of the police torce. In walking 
down I street he saw scores of signs calling 
attention to tan games that were run­ 
ning on the inside. Every one knows 
that there is a law prohibiting this kind of 
gaming, but Mr. Masters in the brief space 
of half an hour discovered no less than 
thirty of these games within a radius 
of four blocks, all running openly and 
without fear of molestation. Every one 
knows that there is a law prohibiting lot­ 
tery games, yet in the same brief visit he 
found fifteen of these games running 
openly. On the posts in front of the games 
were posted darning bills, upon which are 
written “Lottery drawing every day at 
noon.” “Every night at 12 o’clock." “Step 
inside and try your luck.” “Mark an 
eight and win $90.” “Mark a five and win 
$100,” etc. When asked how they man­ 
aged to evade the law, the Chinese frankly 
told him that they bought the officials, and 
named the officer to whom they paid the 
money. The tan games, thirty in number, 
pay $5 per week, of $150; the lotteries, fif­ 
teen in number, $3 per week, or $45; the 
prostitutes, 100 in number, 50 cents per 
week, or $50, making a total of $245 per 
week, or a total of $12,740 per annum. 
When asked if he believed that the China­ 
men were telling the truth regarding the 
matter he answered affirmatively. Not 
only one told him this, but several, and 
many Chinese in Chinatown said it was a 
disgraceful affair; they knew they were be­ 
ing bled for “ hush money,” and no peo­ 
ple in the world, either heathen or en­ 
lightened, paid such a tax willingly. It is 
a reproach upon our civilization' and the 
question arises, which is the better of the 
two, the heathen or his American ally ? 
And yet the criticism of the R ecord-Union 
upon the Grand Jury’s failure to find in­ 
dictments for gambling in the city is re­ 
garded by some of the jurymen as an un­ 
just and unwarrantable" expression of 
opinion.

The emphatic declaration of Senator 
Wilson, of Ma.-s.chtisetts, in discussing the 
PiCitic Hail road bill in the Senate in June, 
1862, heretofore quoted, to the effect that he 
should vote for tiie bill wiih the expecta- 
t on and underotanding that the money aid 
given to the companies would never be re­ 
paid, except in services tothe Government, 
were made in opposition to an amendment 
providing for the extension of the Govern­ 
ment li*-n to the rolling stock of the roads. 
As the Senator slated, lie thought it idle to 
require such security for a debt that was 
never expected, nor iudeed intended, to be 
repaid except in the services provided for. 
His desire was to give the builders of the 
road every, inducement to venture their 
money in their great but hazardous enter­ 
prise, and to remove every unnecessary ob­ 
stacle out of their way. He thought'that 
it would only jeopardize the success of the 
work by frightening away private capital 
from it, to impose a wholly useless lien 
upon the entire investment. 
Wilson was overruled in his contention, 
and the amendment was adopted; but it is 
clear from the course of the discussion that 
the additional security was required, not 
for the repayment of the money, but for 
the performance of the services to be ren­ 
dered to the Government. In reply to 
Senator Wilson’s argument, Senator "Clark, 
of New Hampshire, said: 
1 he Senator from Massachusetts m ay be en­ 
tirely right that the Government m ay never re­ 
ceive back this money again, and it m ay be that 
we m ake the loan for the purpose of receiving 
the services; but it will be well to take a m ort­ 
gage to secure the building of the road through, 
and then to secure the perform ance of these 
services w hich we expect them to perform in 
the transm ission ot m ails and m unitions after 
the road is built. Again, the Governm ent can 
then have the control both of the railroad and 
of the rolling-stock, and keep it In such a posi­ 
tion that it cannot be taken away* from the Gov­ 
ernm ent by speculators, so th at 110 subsequent 
mortgage shall ever interfere w ith it; and we 
1 an always be sure of the services to be per­ 
formed for the Government. Then, in regard 
to the creditors ol the road, it m ay be suggested 
th at the lands which are to he given to the com­ 
pany wiil always be open to the creditors. 
\\ henever the com pany builds forty consecutive 
m iles they arc entitled to receive patents for the 
lands, and those are not mortgaged by this bill 
as 1 understand. I thiuk we bad better adopt 
the am endm ent of the com m ittee. It w ill m ake 
it safer for the Governm ent, and safer in this 
regard, that we shall get the road built and 
the set vices performed. 
Immediately upon this suggestion, and 
in auswer to it, a vote was taken, and, as 
the record states, ‘‘tne amendment was 
agreed to.” Could anything be clearer 
than that this amendment was adopted 
with the purpose and view suggested by 
Senator Clark ? The additional lien upon 
the rolling-stock was simply designed to 
insure the building of the road and the 
rendition of the stipulated services. 
It is quite clear from a subsequent part 
of the discussion that the Senator from 
New’ Hampshire did not, and could not, 
have any greater expectation than the dis­ 
tinguished Senator from Massachusetts, 
that the money advanced by the Govern­ 
ment would be eventually repaid, otherwise 
th in in services to be performed, and that 
he could not, without being guiltv of the 
rankest injustice to the companies, have 
intended to exact any other repayment, 
ile was outspoken and emphatic in his 
predictions that the road woufd not pay, at 
least for many years alter its construction. 
Tu answer to a statement of Senator Lane, 
of Kansas, that he believed that the road 
whea completed would “ be one of the 
great paying thoroughfares of the world ” 
Senator Clark un June 18th said : 
T hat only shows how we differ. The Senator 
from K ansas thinks it w ill he a good paving 
roan. 1 believe that if the good God were to 
m ake th at road for you, right through, you 
could not form a com pany in the country that 
would run it without failure. 
W hether I am right or not I do not build the 
road because I think it is to be a paying road; I 
build it us a political necessity to bind the 
country together, and hold it together, and I do 
not care w hether it is to pay or not; here is the 
m oney of the Governm ent to build it. 
Mr. W ade-T hen do not be so sharp about 
them . 
Mr. Clark—I am only sharp w ith them , if the 
Senator from Ohio will call it so, in order to 
m ake it clear th at the road will go through 
I 
w ant to hold a portion of this money until we 
get it through, and then let them have it all 
T hat is not being sharp. (Cong. Globe, 2d Bess 
37th Cong., p. 2783.) 
Subsequently Senator Clark was accused 
by Senator McDougall of inconsistency in 
claiming to be in favor of the enter] .rise 
when he had so poor an opinion of its suc­ 
cess, and of gross injustice in trying to in­ 
veigle private capitalists into investing the 
$-81,0011,000 thought to he necessary, in ad­ 
dition to the Government aid, to complete 
the road, as a great public work, when he 
believed that they would lose money by 
the operation. To this the Senator from 
New Hampshire replied : 
I desire sim ply to say in regard to w hat I 
said, to which the Senator seems to have taken 
objection, that the road could uot be run by 
any com pany at the present tim e. 
I m ean as 
the country now is, if you were to build it 
Irorn the Mississippi through ; but the railroad 
is the creative of civilization at the same tim e 
it aids it. and the tim e m ay come, in the ad­ 
vance of the country, w hen the road m ay run 
itself, when it possibly nmv pay. But the Sen­ 
ator w ants to know why 1 shall vote for it with 
ray idea in regard to its paying.

(Cong. Globe, 2 £e s., 
37th Cong., 2789.) 
Could a Senator with such views of the 
extremely dubious prospect of success in 
tins great undertaking have entertained for 
a moment the idea of fabsolutely requiring 
payment, to the last farthing, of the money 
advanced by the Government? Even if 
the enterprise, contrary to his expectations, 
had proved a most profitable one, could 
such a 8enator, it living andstiil occupying 
his seat wiien the bonds became due, insist 
with any show of consistency that the 
money should be paid back otherwise than 
by services? Could he justly demand that 
the men who, in spite of what he declared 
to them to be the gloomy prospect of suc­ 
cess, courageously cojie forward and put 
their money into the work and carried it 
through, and made the road pay, should be 
punished for their unexpected triumph by 
being compelled to repay the subsidy 
which he voted to advance with no expec­ 
tation of getting it back ? But we do not 
desire to dwell upon this view of the mat­ 
ter at this point. Suffice it to sav that 
whatever position Senator Clark might take 
upon this subject of the repayment of the 
money if he were alive and in the Senate 
when the bonds mature, it is at least cer­ 
tain that when he voted for the bill he did 
not expect that the companies would be 
able to make repayment except in services, 
and that he could not honestlv and consist­ 
ently have intended that they'should be re­ 
quired to make repaym ent'in anv other 
way. 
th ere were others besides Senators Wil­ 
son and Clark who voted for this bill in 
the Senate who avowed their want of faith 
in the success of the Pacific railroad as a 
paying business investment. Thus Sen­ 
ator Collamer, of Vermont, on June 19th 
(Cong. Globe, 2d Sess., 37th Cong., p. 2816) 
said : 
1 am very sensible that the Honorable Sen­ 
ator lrom Massachusetts some two vears ago 
showed to his satisfaction, aud in good m easure 
to m ine, thal if the road was already built it 
nrobably never could be ru n —and I nave no 
Joubt that he entertains the same opinion now 
—unless some contribution was given to it by 
the Government from tim e to time. That mav 
;1V 
ry. and perhaps m ay be positive. 
That is ins opinion. 
It is true that Senator Collamer favored 
an amendment which apparently required 
the peremptory repayment at maturity of 
the money advanced, and is not, therefore 
to be classed among the consistent and 
steadfast friends of the bill. Besides, as 
appears from the tone of his remarks 
throughout the discussion, he seems to 
have been acting under the impression that 
his shrewd Yankee constituency wanted 
him to drive as sharp a bargain as possible 
with the companies, at least on paper. But 
the Senator was too just and generous a 
man to have really intended that repay­ 
ment of th,e money should be actually ex­ 
acted if men could be found brave enough 
to undertake the building of the road and 
strong enough to earry it through even to 
a profitable success, in the face of all pre­ 
dictions of failure, and it when it was com­ 
pleted the companies faithfully performed 
lor the Government the services required. 
Vermont cunning and love for a close bar­ 
gain may be “ as sharp as needles ” and “as 
hard as nails," but it is uot unjust. 
The want of faith in the Pacific railroad 
as a business enterprise manifested by Sen- 
.vors Wilson and Clark and Collamer, 
three among the ablest men in the Senate, 
was no donht largely shared by the mem­ 
bers of that body, indeed but three of the 
Senators declared any belief whatever in 
the profitableness of the investment, so far 
as we can discover. They were Senators 
McDougall and Latham, of California, and 
Lane, of Kansas, and their judgment, of 
course, was intlueDced by the warm per­ 
sonal interest of their constituents in the 
undertaking. If there were ether Senators 
who took equally sanguine view3 of the 


ators were coldly impartial and skeptical ol 
success. They could not have intended 
absolute repayment of the subsidy, because 
they did not believe it possible. 
Similar 
want of faith in the success of the road, if 
built, was openly declared by leading mem­ 
bers of the House—notably hv Mr. Morrill, 
of Vermont (Cong. Globe, 2d Sess. 37th 
Cong., p. 1708). 
But we propose to show in other articles 
to follow that the most sanguine friends of 
the enterprise in both Houses, equally 
with those wl;o believed that it would not 
succeed, expected and intended that the 
Government money subsidy should he re­ 
paid only in the services and percentage 
provided for in the hill.
